On-July-25,1916,a tunnel-explosion 
trapped over twenty men working 228 
feet below Lake Erie. The huge clouds of 
smoke, gases, dust and debris made it 
impossible for anyone to search for sur- 
vivors. Just as it seemed hopeless, some- 
one remembered hearing about an 
invention by a man named Morgan. 

Garrett Morgan had been trying to 
interest manufacturers in his invention 
for a long time. It was the “gas inhala- 
tor,” or gas mask, as we know it today. 

Morgan was summoned and quickly 
arrived with his brother and two gas 
inhalators. Together they descended 
into the suffocating darkness. The 
crowd waited silently at the surface. 
Time stood still. Could anyone pene- 
trate the smoke and gas and come out 


Conn. He came upon the 
“perfect” place: It wsas 
tially destroyed, and com- 
pletely neglected house. 

Most people think of a 
house as ‘an inanimate ob- 
ject incapable of feeling or 
inciting emotions from those 
who look upon it.

Robinson was stubborn 
and determined. What did he 
do? He. went.to work with 
rélentiess doggedness to 
pump new life into the 
Scrawny Tigers, 

It was about five years from 
the time Robinson was ap- 
pointed head coach that 
Grambling enjoyed fair, if not 
spectacular success during 
the coming years. 

Football required and 
received 100 percent of the 
coache’s time and energy. 

Then the big break came. 
Robinson nurtured the 
renaissance until Paul (Tank) 

“Younger arrived to provide 
the instant help Grambling 
fans-had-always dreamed 
about... the rest is history! 

Younger, a 230 pound 
speedy fullback, was the first 
of imposing list of All- 
American and All-Pro stars 
who made Robinson a 
marked and admired man in 
the savagely competitive 
coaching profession.

She was taken Downtown on An improper 
language charge but didn't get into trouble until after two 
other men had been arrested. 

The two men, Robert Bradshaw, 1373 Faber Ave., and 
0.C: Sampract; 30, 812 Manning” Ave.. was bookéd on 
charges of disorderly conduct and intoxication. 

On affidavits filed against the two men, police contend 
they spotted one of the pair in the parking tot of a Livingston 
Ave. bar using the side of a car as an outside “John.”
